Bv (HARLES PUFFENBARGER 
ANNAPOLIS, Md. i/P)—1The iden­ 
tity of Navy's famous Billy the Goat 
has finally been straightened out.

1947 as Billy X II is now 
officially Billy XIV.

Academy 
superintendent, 
says the goat “has been officially 
redesignated Bill XIV a t his ow ti 
request. 
“Navy 
goats 
exercise 
certain 
broad prerogatives,” says Adm. Joy. 
“Bill has not advanced any reasons 
for his request and it w'ould not be 
appropriate for us to question him, 
but the consensus is th at he does 
not want his successor to wear the 
number 13.” 
Really Blue-Blooded 
And Navy publicist John T. Cox 
confirms that ex-Billy XII, now 
XIV, is not really a Texan of angora 
descent, but a blue-gray herd goat, 
“possibly of Norwegian ancestry,” 
from a nearby farm who was called 
to service as a casualty replacement 
in 1947. 
Confusion 
has reigned 
at 
the 
academy over the goat, or goats, 
since Texas presented the middies 
an angora mascot from the 1937 
Centennial Exposition, 
Cox 
says, 
however, 
that

present goat, rushed in by Roger 
Williams, an Annapolis barber, on 
the eve of the 1947 Army-Navy 
game after the sudden death of hts 
predecessor is Billy XIV.

T hat goat has been doing

Bill* XTV has survived two much- 
publicised goatnappmgs. the efforts 
of fumigation and a near scandal 
from charges of impersonating an 
angora and false identification. 
In doing so he ably carried on 
the Billy Boat tradition started in 
1900 by Bill I.

have held fast since 1904. 
Legend has it that the first goat 
was stolen from the yard of an 
Army officer just prior to the first 
Army-Navy game in 1890

plume given one goat

Mike. 
Bill II was most famous, leading 
Navy to successive 3-0 victories over 
Army in 1910 end 1911. He now is 
stuffed in a glass case in the foyer 
of the academy gymnasium.

JERUSALEM UPy— No Easter bun­ 
nies or colored eggs appear on au 
Oriental Easter, but to millions of 
Christians in the Middle East Easter 
is the biggest holiday of the year. 
Easter is the time of the big 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem for Chris­ 
tians 
belonging 
to 
primitive 
churches scarcely heard of by their 
co-religionists in the West. These 
include Syrian Orthodox Christians, 
who use the language which Christ 
spoke 
in 
their 
ritual; 
Egyptian 
Copts, who still use the language of 
the ancient pharaohs in their scrip­ 
tures; Armenians, the first nation 
to become Christian; Greek and 
Russian 
Orthodox. 
who 
are 
welcoming an American Orthodox 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem this Easter 
for the first, time; and primitive 
Ethiopians, who consider themselves 
descendants of King Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba. 
These are the people who crowd 
Jerusalem ’s Church of the 
Holy 
Sepulchre for the Miracle of the 
Holy Fire, the climax of Easter in 
the Holy Land. At one time Roman 
Catholics observed this service, but 
now they are forbidden to do so be­ 
cause of the physical dangers. 
Seek Holy Fire 
These dangers loom 
very real 
when several thousand Christians 
jam the church to receive the Holy closed early Easter morning, after to open the tomb. 
Fire 
The rotunda of the 
Holy 
Sepulchre is packed. High above in 
overhanging balconies, windows, and 
even sw iping from rafters devout 
p;lgnnp<wait for the moment when 
fire issues from the tomb to sym­ 
bolise the resurrection of Christ.
